A woman supposed to have been the 


missing Mrs. Lnetgert was seen at Keno- 
sba, Wis. on May o, and Chicago papers 
give considerable space to all that per- 
taius to that story, printing the names of 
foar persons who claiia to have seen the 
lady. 


The following is a description of Mrs. 


Luetgert: 


Mrs. Luetgert Is 42 years old, weighs 


117 pounds and Is about five feet high. 
The pictures published of her are a Httle 
too full In the face and flatter her some- 
what. 
When she disappeared she was 


dressed in a brown Sannel wrapper with 
small white spot*, which was buttoned in 
[rent. 
She wore cloth slippers with 


leather soles, blue woolen stoct!tigs,w!;!S 
muslin chemise with small lace or "rick- 
rack," black eorsBt, white cotton flannel 
drawers, and a square brownish gray 
shawl. She had blonde balr which reach 
ed to her shoulder blades and generally 
wore a switch. Her upper teeth were 
false and on a silver plate; two of her 
lower bick tee'b bad gold crowns. She 
bad a mole on her forehead, one on her 
cheek and one on her chin. 


Seen In Decatnr. 


It is claimed by John B. Dougherty 


that he saw Mrs. Luatgert In his saloon 
on Prairie avenue on last Tuesday fore- 
noon. She answered perfectly the above 
description. Dougherty says: "I saw 
the woman pass my saloon and walk np 
to the bank corner. I went inside and a 
few minutes later the same woman came 
in at the back door. She had an umbrel- 
la and wore dark clothes. She seemed to 
be about 40 years of age and looked as if 
she bad lost sleep or had been on a spree. 
She wanted a glass of beer, and said she 
had had no supper nor breakfast and 
that she was very thirsty. Said she had 
walked 130 miles and was a stranger in 
town. She Inquired about the Muellers 
and I told her where the gun store and 
the factory could be found. The woman 
said there was a money order at the post- 
office for her. It had been sent to her 
from Chicago by her sister, bnt she cruld 
not get It until she could procure »15 and 
she hoped to get that snm from Mrs. 
Mueller. I thought she was off in her 
bead whon she talked that way, and I 
paid bnt little attention to her. She wont 
out promising to come back ar d pay for 
the glass of beer. I have not seen or heard 
of her amce, though one of the police offi- 
cers thinks he saw the same woman on 
the streets on Tuesday, the day she was 
In my place. Whan I read the description 
of the missing woman In the Chicago pa- 
pers yesterday I was sure that the woman 
who was In my place was Mrs. Laetgert. 
and I reported all I know about her to 
the officer* 
They have since been trying 


to locate her."

Vermonter Thinks Cuba Should Not Be 


Recognized. 


Philadelphia, 
May 
33.—Ex-Senator 


George F. Edmunds of Vermont, has dis- 
cussed the actien of the United States son- 
ate with reference to the passing of tbe 
resolution recognizing Cuban belliger 
ency. 


"I am free to say," said Mr. Edmunds, 


"that I do not think the senate was Jus- 
tified in taking such action at this time. 
When there was war between tbe north 
and south in this country tbe Washington 
government protested strongly against the 
recognition of the confederacy by foreign 
powers. England and France heeded the 
protest for some time, but eventually bel- 
ligerency was acknowledged. 


"At tbe time of the protest against 


such recognition there was In tbe south a 
regulirly 
organized government. Us 


civil branch was an important one, and 
its seat of government was known tbe 
world over. Yet despite these facts, tbe 
United States protested strongly, and 
afterward made England pay for the dam- 
age done by cruisers fitted out in her 
ports. 


"As far as my Information goes. Cuba 


has not reached such a stage as was 
reached by tbe southern states. She is 
still an Integral part of Spain. Tbe Cu- 
ban cause Is represented primarily by the 
military power, and I repeat that there 
seems to me an excuse, at the present 
time, for the action of the senate. Of 
course, wo all know that the American 
people are in entire sympathy with tbe 
Cubans, but I have been speaking from a 
point of International law and right. 


Then, too, whether the cause of Cuba 


be right or wrong, I doubt very much 
whether tho recognition of belligerent 
rights would do the Cubans any good. 
At present-Spain has not the right of 
search upon She high eeas. Our vessels, 
or even vessels engaged by the Cubans 
and in their tervioe, but flying the Amer- 
ican flag, may now go within three miles 
of the Cuban coast and defy Spanish cru- 
isers. With the recognition of beligerency 
this would not be so. A vessel flying the 
Cuban flag would be subject' to search 
and possible destruction, after having 
passed the three-mile limit from tho Unit- 
ed States. 


The idea Is held by some that, with 


the roognitlon of belligerency, Cuba could 
fit out vessels of war In ports of the Unit- 
ed States that might prey npon Spanish 
merchantmen and fight Spanish cruisers 
This idea Is erroneous. The moment tbe 
United States granted recognition of bel- 
ligerency she would also assume a posi- 
tion of strict neutrality- Arms and mu- 
nitions might be purchased by either 
side, bnt expediting of men for military 
service or the fitting out of vessels to fight 
would not be allowed. England allowed 
suo'h things to be done, and she paid dear- 
ly for It. I do not think that the com- 
merce of the United States would be ben- 
efited at this time [by the granting of bel- 
ligerent rights to the Cubans."

The annual report of the board of relief 


shows receipts for the last year of $161,- 


000. 
While the permanent fund now 


amonnts to over a million and a half it is 
considered too small, owing to the steady 
Increase of the number of applicants. 
It 


is painful to notice the collections from 
churches and Sunday schools are gradu- 
ally failing off, being a decrease of nearly 
$35,000 a year since 1888. This showing 
Is all the worse when it Is considered that 
the church Is one-fourth larger and the 
collections a quarter less than nine years 
ago. The average gifts of communicants 
has fallen from 13 cents to about ~% 
cents each in that time. What makes the 
showing still worse is the fact that in 
1888 there were but 564 families undejf 
the care of the board while last year It 
bad 835. The entire cash receipts from 
all sources, including Interest, was $197,- 
995, less four per cent of the sum being 
used for expenses. The board Is compell- 
ed to report an indebtedness of $30,000 
due to the permanent fund. 


After reviewing tbe work of the year 


the committee recommended tbe approval 
of the change of rule by which legacies 
would be expended for current work In- 
stead of being Invested in permanent 
funds and efforts are recommended to in- 
crease tbe contributions to their fund. 
The selection of Dr. Benjamin L. Agnew 
of Philadelphia, for secietary of tho board 
was approved.

Cost of Sixty Minutea' Fighting by 


the North Atlantic Squadron. 


Enormo** Expense o* Saval Warfare 


—The W«r«hlp« Indiana and Brook- 


lyn Alone Would Vme t'p «Z«M>,- 


OOO Worth of Ammunition,

At Newport on June 1 the naval offi- 


cers assigned to form the class of in- 
struction lor the term will assemble at 
the war colieg« to •jtudy the most ex- 
pensive problem with which nations 
have now to deal in their plans of de- 
fense and offense. 


Naval warfare has become so ex- 


pensive that naval strategy must be un- 
derstood thoroughly by naval officers in 
order that the greatest results may be 
obtained with the least amount of ac- 
tual fighting. For this reason every 
vear a number of naval officers are 
sent to the war college to study the 
Eiose effective employment of sea 
power. Modern naval warfare is the 
most expensive sort of fighting. 


Approximate figures gathered from 


the best authorities show in a startling 
manner how costly naval warfare has 
become. 
It would cost $1,000,000 in powder am 


shot alone for'the North Atlantic fleet 
to fight one hour. 


The cost of the powder and steel tha 


one modern battle ship would fire away 
in one hour's fighting is as great as thf 
cost of building a creditable man-of 
•war in the days before the nations be 
gan to build fleets of iron and steel 
The Indiana, for instance, in arc honr' 
fight would expend powder and shot t 
the value of $111,654.40 from her mai 
battery alone, and to that must b 
added the cost of the fire from her ma 
chiiie guns and rapid fires of sma' 
caliber. 


The United States has five squadron 


afloat—the North Atlantic, the Sout 
Atlantic, the European, the Asiatic an 
tho Pacific. Of these the- most power 
ful is the North Atlantic. To keep tha 
fleet in action for or" l-.our would cos 
at least $1,000,000 for powder and sho 
One of the big battleships would bur 
up about 60 tons of powder, and pow 


onduct am entire naVal -war at the be- 
nning of the century. 
With this greatly increased cost of 


firing off a gun on board uhip-has come 


positive necessity for great skill and 


jool judgment in "the man. behind'the 
un." A fleet in which the gunners 
mply fired off their guns as rapidly 
s they could without hitting anything, 
nless by accident, would start a na- 
on on the road to bankruptcy with- 
ut doing much harm to the enemy. 


Hence the need of constant target 


ractice, discipline and instruction. Yet 
arget practice is itself expensive, and 
nly the rich nations can afford to give 
tieir fleets the req-niiite amount of it. 
nly the wealthy nations of the world 
an' afford to fight th<>m. If the North 
Mlantic fleet fought for four hours it 
vould use up in the value of powder 
nd shot the entire yearly revenues of 
ireece. 
One interesting thing- to be seen from 
he table given herewith is that it 
osts considerably less to fight those 
ffective vessels, the monitors Puritan, 
Amphkrite and Terror, than ilt does the 
second-class cruisers Montgomery, Ka- 
elgh aoid Marblehead. 
The monitors 


carry four heavy guns eaah (the Puri- 
an 12-inch and the others ten-inch) and 
could engage a battle ship, while the 
cruisers mentioned tore no puns larger 
than a six-inch. The Iowa, also, it will 
x Been, is a more economical ship than 
[he other two first-class battle ships, 
,he Indiana and the .Massachusetts. 


As the monitor type is distinctly 


American and as the first monitor on 
that glorious day at Hampton roads 
revolutionized naval warfare, and was 
the germ from which all modern fleets 
have sprung, this is particularly grati- 
fying. The only fault with ships of the 
monitor class is that they ore of neces- 
Bity slow. 


To illustrate again the immense ex- 


pense of naval warfare, take two ships 
out of the table, say the firsitrclaes bat- 
tle ship Indiana and the first-class 
cruiser Brooklyn. The contract price 
of the Indiana was $3,020,000 and of the 
Brooklyn $2,986,000, and both of tlbese 
ships won large bonuses and their 
armaments cost a big fortune.

A common shell for a 13-inch gun 


costs $116.63, and the armor-piercing 
projectiles for the same gun at least 
J500 each. One charge of powder for a 
13-inch gun is 550 pounds. An S-inch 
gun can be fired once a minute; a4-ineh 
gun 420 times an hour. But it is the to- 
tal cost of powder and shot fired awa> 
in one hour's engagement which is 
most impronto a* tUu«triiting the im 
mense strides which ihe costliness of 
naval warfare has made of late years. 
One single naval engagement of any 
duration would co«t more iu the \alue 


spear thrusts, beat off their

One 
mail runner was drowned while cross- 
ing a torrent IB northern India, and an- 
other was killed by a tiger in the central 
provinces. To use the postmaster gen- 
eral's own words: "To these perils by!

He 
furthermore manifested In bis dally life 
tbe principles in which he believed. His 
was a faith proved by works and was all 
the more effective among bis fellows for 
this very reason. 


3. He was one of the founders of tbe 


code of the Grand Army of tbe Republic, 
an organization which is full of benevo- 
lence to the old foldler and has wrought 
great good for bin:. 


By bis great life work. .He knew 


no discouragement through illness or suf- 
fering and one might almost say that bp 
died at bis desk. Ho worked on until he 
became helpless and bad to be removed to 
bis borne, there to take on bis last illness 
which resulted In death. 


4. By bis uniform kindness and good- 


ness and love for bis family. He has 
brought to them through many a long 
year all that the tenderest love can bring 
In tbe way of happiness. 


"5. By bis patriotism. In common 


with tbe other soldiers of tbe loyal north 
be fought through to victory tbe long 
bard battle for freedom, not only here 
bnt throughout tbe world, and as a conse- 
quence liberty and a stable government 
have been demonstrated as safe compan 
Ions. • Tbe union was preserved and all 
tbe fcture generations of America as well 
as all the countlers generations to come 
in less free countries owe to snob men a 
debt which 
nothing can ever repay. 


Tbose living In monarchical forms of gov- 
ernment have caught the Insplrat'on of 
our liberty and If tbe nations of tbe earth 
are freer hereafter, It will be due In no 
small degree to tbe sacrifice of these noble 
men who on tbe Held of battle have taught 
the world that there Is no government 
more stable than that which has liberty 
for its guiding star."

In one of the older quarters of an- 


:ient Paris, where comparathely fen 
of the thousands of tourists ever think 
of penetrating, is one of the most in- 
teresting sights that the great city 
contains. It is Gobelin, an institution 
famous in every corner of the art world 
for its tapestries. Centuries ago it was 
famous, and its fame will endure as 
long as the world lasts. A picturesque 
group of buildings forms the home of 
this industry—old-time structures that 
have passad through many blood-red 
periods in the turbulent history of 
1'jiris. 
Resolutions and riots have 


hassed all around 
without 
scaring 


them. 
Kings, emperors, demagogues 


and presidents have arisen and fallen, 
but the weavers of Gobelin had little 
(bought of anything but the art 
handed down by their forefathers. 


Tapestry weaving is a heritage with 


nine-tenths of tbe workmen in the his- 
toric place. Many of them arc direct 
descendants of the first Flemish weav- 
ers brought to Paris by Henry IV. in 
the last years of the sixteenth century, 
r.ach generation teaches its sons the 
nrt, and the admission of an outsider 
a s ' a wea\er is jealously guarded 
ngainst. Indeed, it is just as difficult 
for the enterprising Paris youth to push 
his way into the ranks o£ the Gobelin 
worlcmen as it is for the great men to 
crowd into the rarks of the immortals.

•Why the Greek I'leet Did Nothing, to give McKinley. 


The Chicago Tribune: At tbe outset 


of the Turko-Oreolan war there were great 
expectations of Important results to be 
accomplished by the Greet fleet. It was 
known that, while tbe Turkish navy con- 
tained more vessels, It was aUbe same 
time no match for tbe ^Greek, and that 
the Turkish government was afraid to 
move its Beet out of the Dardanelles for 
lear It would be sunk by the more power- 
ful ironclads ot its enemy. It was antici- 
pated that the Greek nary would be of 
«reat assistance to tbe land forces by co- 
operating with them and bombarding im- 
portant Turkish ports, cutting their com- 
munications byjsea and. destroying their 
•applies. 


The war, however, is now at an end, 


and the Greek fleet has scarcely been 
heard from. It has virtually accomplish- 
ed nothing. It has done little more than' 
tbe Turkish fleet, idly lying at anchor in 
the Dardanelles under the guna of the 
forts. Tbe apparent reason for its par- 
alysis has been explained in diplomatic 
circles in Washington, and tbe fault is 
ascribed to English interference. When 
It beoamo known that the Groeks had 
planned nav.il demonstrations of an im- 
portant nature they were notified by the 
British minister that under no circum- 
stances would their fleet be allowed to at 
tack either Salonica or Smyrna, as it 
would be prejudicial to England1* com- 
mercial interests. It was due to English 
menaces that the Greek fleet was idle at 
Prevesa.

tbe Bay of Salonioa and destroyed a Turk- 
lib depot of sopplles at Platomonathe 
British blockading sqaadrdn at Crete was 
ordered there and stopped the operations 
of tbe Greek vessels. It was Thus the 
most powerful arm of tbe Greeks was 
rendered impotent Tbe Greeks conld 
not fight the English on tbe water and 
tbe Turks on the land.

Modern dyers ha\e never reached the 


degree of perfection which he attained, 
particularh in red or scarlet colors. 
\nd about this scarlet d\c liana's a 
tale of tragedy and superstition. This 
.Tclian was so- proud of his '-carlet dye 
that he one day exclaimed that not even 
the de\il himself could surpass him at 
dveing scarlet. Soon after this he went 
to one of the wells in the factory and 
never returned. Yen probnblv he fell 
into the well and was drowned, but the 
superstitious folk declared that the 
de\il had carried him oft to make his 
famous scarlet dye in the infernal re- 
pionp. At any rate, that was ihe earth- 
ly end of the great .Tehan Gobelin, but 
the institution he founded promises to 
live for all time. 


The few apprentices who succeed in 


C.iininsr admission to the factory now- 
adays know that it will be many years 
before they are recog-ni/ed as weavers 
of the first clasp. The newcomer is ap- 
prenticed for two years, but it requires 
^even or eight years to fully mailer 
the r.mnv intricacies of the art. An art 
M>liool is" attached to the factory, where 
the pupils study from antiques and 
from life models. Flower painting is 
oue of the specialties taught, and as a 
result of this schooling- every weaver 
in the place is something- of an artist. 
Many of them have made reputations 
as artists and have given up their places 
in the factory to follow the more re- 
munerative calling. 


Many of the weavers, after working 


for five or six years, receive only $250 
a year. The artist weavers receive $600 
a year and the foreman weavers re- 
ceive from $800 to $1,000 a year. These 
Utter have the actual cnarge of the 
work being done, a position of much re- 
sponsibility, as a small error might se- 
riously mar the work of years.—Chi- 
cago Chronicle.

Facts were presented at a recent 


meeting of the Science club of tbe Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin which tend to 
Bhow that the surface of the ground 
water in a well is much more responsive 
to atmospheric changes than is the bar- 
ometer; and in stormy weather, accord- 
ing to -F. H. King, "tbe movements oE 
the water surface are so complex and so 
short in period that a rapidly movin? 
chronograph is required to separate 
them." 
So, too, the rate of discharge 


of water from springs changes very 
greatly with, variations in the pressure 
of the atmosphere. 
These facts sug- 


gest the scientific reasons for the use. 
which has sometimes been made in 
popular weather lore, of springs and 
wells in predicting storms.—Youth';

Moreover, the baroness owns an im- 
mense amount of landed property 
throughout the united kingdom and in 
Great Britain the landlords have means 
unknown in the United States of com- 
pelling their tenants to vote according 
to their wishes. 


It will doubtless astonish many per- 


sons to learn that young Mr. Burdett- 
Coutts. who was fcorn in Brooklyn, of 
New England parents, and who, exten 
sively related at Philadelphia, received 
his elementary education In America, 
was offered a peerage by Lord Salisbury 
a year ago and declined it.

There have been sev- 
eral Americans naturalized as English- 
men who have received ba,ronetcies and 
knighthoods, but no one yet has had a 
peerage conferred upon him. I need 
scarcely remind mj readers that Mr. 
Coutts, who is iin English university 
graduate, like his brother. Sir Aslimead 
Bartl<?tt, is a frequent \isitor to the 
United States, and on several occasions 
has acted as judge of hackr°ys at the 
horse shows held in New York.

latter wea-e exihibiled at the Lou\r*- 
in the Musee lies Souverains,. They are 
made of gold and of colored glass, imi- 
tating garnet. Buttons detached fron. 
copes and religions garments of the 
middle ages and of the Renaissance 
have also been discovered.— Paris Fi- 
garo.

Evidences of the 
commonness

slavery in the time of Pompeii's de- 
struction ure abundant on all sides. 
The gladiators were a class of sluvcs 
train«l for fighting and some of the 
wall soribblings refer to their condi- 
tion a-s one of slavery. Here is tho 
tranblntion of an advertisement paintM 
on a wall near the amphitheater: 


"Twentj pairs of gladiators, paid In 


De einius 
Lucretius 
Saltius Vali us, 


prince in the time of Nero, the ton of 
Caesar Augustas, and teapairsof filadi- 
ators, paid by Decimus, Lucretius, the 
son of Decimus Valeus, will fight at 
Pompeii on the llth, 13th and 14th ul 
April." 


"There will be a proper huntrag scene 


and the awnings will be spread. Writ- 
ten by Clev-Emilius Clev, writer of in- 
scriptions; wrote this by moonlight." 


The gladiators' barracks were ample 


for the housing of 2,000 or 3,000 men 
and it is a matter of record that at leasl 
2,000 were engaged at one time in tho 
life or death combats which stretched 
ever a long festival. Tie actors in thfsn 
murderous sports were "ba-rbaxiann" 
from various parts of Europe or from 
Asia Minor and Africa. 


In the Naples museum is a bronze col- 


lar, which was worn about the neck of 
a man whose skeleton was found in a 
Pompeiia» house cellar; on the collar 
is engraved, in Latin, these words: "I 
am a slave. Arrest me because I am run- 
ning awoy." I could not help thinking 
while looking at this ingenious 
and 


cruel substitute for a convict's dress 
that it was possible that the poor wretch 
who v ore it may have been one of the 
descendants of the blond-haired Brit- 
ons brought home by Julius Caesar to 
grace his triumph 100 years before Pom- 
peii disappeared beneath its pall of ashes 
and lava. 


In, tie Gheezeh museum, Cairo, one 


may look upon the black and shriveled 
face of that Kameses whom we know as 
the Pharaoh of the oppression 
mies of other Egyptian kings, priests 
and people are common enough. The>e 
primeval men, who far antedated Pom- 
peii and Kome, stand undeca3'ed in our 
presence. Rut Pompeii presents the 
picture of an entire city resurrected 
from the dead, with all its appliance:, ot 
life and means of jJeasure. profit, coin- 
fort, luxury, vice and sustenance. Tin 
life is £one out forever, but the mumme- 
-fied city remains—a monument of hu- 
man ingenuity acd human frailty.—N

"More Corn and Le» Cotton" 


Rule of Farmer! In Dixie. 


By some the increase in corn culture 


In the southern states since 1890 is as- 
cribed to a competition begun eight 
years ago in one of the agricultural pa- 
pers, which offered a cash prize to the 
American farmer who raised the largest 
crop to the acre of any cereal. The prize 
for wheat went to Utah, for oats to 
New York, for barley to Ohio, and for 
corn, strange to relate, to South Caro- 
lina. One farmer in Marlborough coun- 
ty, in that state, established his claim 
to have raised a crop from one acre of 
239 bushels, and tbe awarding of the 
prize was a m elation to many southern 
fanners who had uniformly regarded 
cotton as the staple agricultural prod- 
uct of the south, and had seen neither 
reason nor profit in the cuitiiation of 
corn. Since then, whatever the reason 
of the development of the corn crop in 
the south may ha\e been, it is a fact that 
it has been enormously increased, and 
the western states no longer hold their 
relative prominence as corn growers. 


By the official census of 1SSO ther€ 


were produced in the United States in 
that year 1,750,000,000 bushels of corn, 
and by the figures of the department of 
agriculture in 1805, 15 years later, the 
corn crop of the United States was 2,150,- 
000,000 bushels. The increase, however, 
was not uniform; it was greatest in the 
southern states. 
Alabama increased 


from 25,000,000 to 45,000,000 bushels. 
Arkansas increased from 24.000,000 to 
50000,000 bushels, more than double. 
Louisiana increased from 10,000,000 to 
22,000,000 bushels. 
Georgia from 2,V 


000,000 to 42,000,000. 
Florida from 


3 000,000 to 0,000,000, and Texas, most 
remarkable of all, from 29,000,000 to 
a07,000,000. Mississippi increased from 
fel.000,000 to 35,000,000 bushels, and 
South Carolina from 11,000.000 to 20,- 
000,000. While the southern states have 
been increasing their corn product, the 
former corn states have either made no 
Cain or have been falling off. From 
1880 to lS!)5,.Iowa increased only from 
275,000,000 to 298,000,000 bushels, In- 
'diana from 115,000,000 to 121,000,000, and 
Michigan from 32,000,000 lo 33,000,000 
bushels. Wisconsin fell off from 34,- 
000,000 to 33,000,000 bushels. Ohio from 
111,000.000 to 92,000,000, and Illinois, 
once the chief corn-producing state in 
the corn belt, from 325,000,000 to 255.- 
000,000 bushels. 
In the same period 


New York declined from 25,000,000 to 
18,000,000 bushels. The corn product of 
Pennsylvania fell oft from 45,000,000 to 
43,000,000 bushels, and in other states 
of the east or middle -west the propor- 
tionate decline was practically the same. 
The south is the region in which there 
^ias been a material increase in corn 
[product.—X. T. Sun
